Fellow- Citizens of the Senate 

and Bouse of Representatives : 

Another year of health and of sufficiently 
abundant harvests has passed. For these and 
especially for the improved condition of our 
national affairs, [our renewed and profoundest 
gratitude to God is due. We remain in peace 
and friendship with foreign powers. The ef- 
forts of disloyal citizens of the United States 
fo involve us in foreign wars, to aid in an in- 
excusable insurrection, have been unavailing. 
Her Britannic Majesty’s Government, as was 
justly expected, have exercised their authority 
to prevent the departure of new hostile expe- 
ditions from British ports. The Emperor of 
France has by a like proceeding promptly vin- 
dicated the neutrality which he proclaimed at 
the beginning of the contest. Questions of 
great intricacy and importance have arisen 
out of the blockade and other belligerent op- 
erations between the government and several 
of the maritime powers, but they have been 
discussed, and, as far as was possible, accom- 
modated, in a spirit of frankness, justice, and 
mutual good will. 

It is especially gratifying that our prize 
courts, by the impartiality of their adiudica- 
tiens, have commanded the respect and confi- 
dence of maritine powers. The supplemental 
treaty between the United States and Great 
Britain for the suppression of the African 
slave trade, made on the 17th day of February 
last, has been duly ratified and carried into ex- 
edWTon. it is believed, that, so far as American 
ports and American citizens are concerned, 
tie inhuman and odious traffic has been 
brought to an end. 

I shall submit for the consideration of the 
Senate a convention for the adjustment of 
possessory claims in Washington Territory, 
arising out of the treaty of the 15'h of June, 
1846, between the United States and Great 
Britain, and which have been the source of 
some disquiet among the citizens of that now 
rapidly improving part of the country. 

A novel and important question, involving 
the extent of the maritime jurisdiction of 
Spain in the waters which surround the 
Island of Cuba, has been debated without 
reaching an agreement, and it is proposed in 
an amicable spirit to refer it to the arbitra- 
ment of a friendly power. A convention for 
that purpose will be submitted to the Senate. 

I have thought it proper, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Senate, to concur with the inter- 
ested commercial powers in an arrangement 
for the liquidation of the Scheldt dues upon 
the o;ia. pies which have been heretofore 
ed in regard to the imposts upon naviga- 
"on in the waters of Denmark. 

The long pending controversy between this 
Government and that of Chili, touching the 
seizure at Sitania, in Peru, by Chilian officers, 
of a large amount of treasure belonging to 
citizens of the United States, has been brought 
to a close by the award of his majesty the 
King of the Belgians, to whose arbitration 
the question was referred by the parties. The 
subject was thoroughly and patiently exam- 
ined by that justly respected magistrate, and 
although the sum awarded to the claimants 
may not have been as large as was expected, 
there is no reason to distrust the wisdom 
of his Majesty’s decision. That decision was 
promptly complied with by Chili when 
intelligence in regard to it reached that coun- 
try. The joint commission, under the act of 
the last session, for carrying into effect the 
convention with Peru on the subject of 
claims, has been organized at Lima, and is 
engaged in the business entrusted to it. 
Difficulties concerning interoceanic-traasit 
through Nicaragua are in course of amicaole 
adjustment In conformity with princi- 
ples set forth iu my last annual message, I 
nave received a representative from the 
United States of Colombia, and have accredit- 
ed a Minister to that republic. 

Incidents occurring in the progress of our 
civil war have forced upon my attention the 
uncertain state of international questions 
touching the rights of foreigners in this coun- 
try and of United States citizens abroad. 

In regard to some governments these rights 
are at least partially defined by treaties. In 
no instance, however, is it expressly stipu- 
lated that in the event of a civil war a 
foreigner residing in this country within the 
lines of the insurgents is to be exempted 
from the rule which classes him as a belliger- 
ent, in whose behalf the Government of his 
country cannot expect any privileges or im- 
munities distinct from that character. 

I regret to say, however, that such claims 
have been put forward, and, in some instances, 
if* behalf of foreigners who have lived 
in the United States the greater part of their 
lives. There is reason to believe tnat many 

S ersons born in foreign countries who have 
eclared their intention to become citizens, or 
who have been fully naturalized, bare evaded 
the military duty required of them by deny- 
ing the fact, and thereby throwing upon the 
Government the burden of proof. 

It has been found difficult or impracticable 
to obtain this proof from the want of guides 
to the proper sources of information. These 
might be supplied by requiring clerks of 
courts, where declarations of intention may 
be made or naturalizations effected, to send 
periodically lists of the names of the persons 
naturalized or declaring their intention to be- 
come citizens, to the Secretary of the Interior, 
in whose department those names might be ar- 
ranged and printed for general information. 

There is also reason to believe that foreign- 
ers frequently become citizens of United 
States for the sole pnrpose of evading the du- 
ties imposed by the laws of their native coun- 
try, to which, on becoming naturalized here, 
they at once repair, and, though never return- 
ing to the United States, they still claim the 
interposition of this Government as citizens. 
Many altercations and great prejudices have 
herefore arisen out of this abuse. It is there- 
fore submitted to your serious consideration. 
It might be advisable to fix a limit beyond 
which no citizen ofthe United States, residing 
road, may claim the interposition of his Gov- 
ent. 

® tight of suffrage has often been assumed 
and exercised by aliens under pretences of 
naturalization, which they have disavowed 
when drafted into the military service. I sub- 
mit the expediency of such an amendment of 
the law as will make the fact of voting au 
estoppel against any plea of exemption from 
.military service, or other civil obligation, on 
the ground of alienage. 

In common with other Western powers, our 
relations with Japan have been brought into 
serious jeopardy through the perverse opposi- 
tion of the hereditary aristocracy of the Em- 
pire to the enlightened and liberal policy of 
the Tycoon, designed to bring the country in- 
to the society of nations. It is hoped, although 
not with entire col fideuce, that these difficulties 
may be peacefully overcome. I ask your at- 
tention to the claim of the Minister residing 
there tor the damages he sustained in the 
destruction by fire of the residence of the Le- 
gation at Ytddo. 

Satisfactory arrangements have been 
made with the Emperor of Russia, which 
it is believed will result iu effecting a 
continuous lrae of teiegiaph through that em- 
pire from our Pacific coast. I recommend to 
your favorable consideration the subject of an 
international telegraph across the Atlantic 
ocean ; and also of a telegraph b tween this cap- 
ital and the national forts along the Atlantic sea- 
board and the Gulf of Mexico. Such communi- 
cations, established with any reasonable outlay 
would be economical as well as effective aids 
to Ihe diplomatic, military, and navat service. 

The consular system of the Uaitad States, 
under the enactments of the last Congress, 
begins to be self-sustaining; and there is rea- 
son to hope that it may become entirely so 
with the increase of trsds which will ensua 
whenever peace is restored Our ministers 
abroad have been faithful iu defending Amer- 
ican rights. In protecting commercial in- 
terests, our i oueuls have necessarily had to en- 
counter increased labors and responsibilities, 
growing out of the war. These they 
nave for the most part met and discharged 
with zeal and efficiency. This acknowledg- 
ment justly includes those consuls who, resid- 
ing in Morocco, Egypt, Turkey, Japan, Coiua, 
and othei oriental countries, are charged with 
complex functions and extraordinary powers. 

The condition of the several organized Ter ; 
ritories is generally satisfactory, although 
Indian disturbances in New Mexico have not 
been entirely suppressed. The mineral re- 
sources of Colorado, Nevada, Idahoe, New 
Mexico, and Arizona are proving far richer 
than has been heretofore understood. I lav 
before yon a communication on this subject 
from the Governor of New Mexico. 

I again submit to your consideration 
fhe ^expediency of establishing a sys- 
or the encouragement of immigra- 
Although this sourceof national wealth 
d strength is again flowing with greater 
freedom than for several years before the in- 
surrection occurred, there is still a great de- 
ficiency of laborers in every field of industry, 
especially in agriculture, and in our mines, as 
well of iron andcoal as of the precious metals. 
"While the demand for labor is thus increased 
here, tens of thousands of persons, destitute 
of remunerative occupation, are thronging 
our foreign consulates and offering to emi- 
grate to the United States if essential but 
very cheap assistance can be afforded them. 
It is easy to see that, under the sharp discip- 
line of civil war, the nation is beMnnin r a 
new life. This noble effort demands the aid 
and ought to receive the attention and sup- 
port of the Government Injuries, unfore- 
seen by the Government and unintend- 



ed, may, in some cases, have been inflicted 
on the subjects or citizens of foreign countries, 
both at sea and on land, by persons in the 
service of the United States. As this Gov- 
ernment expects redress from other powers 
when similar injuries are inflicted by persons 
in their service upon citizens of the United 
States, we must be prepared to do justice to 
foreigners. It the existing judicial tribuna’s 
are inadequate to this purpose, a special 
court may be authorized, with power to hear 
aud decide such claims of the character re- 
ferred to as may have arisen under treaties and 
the public law. Conventions foradjusting the 
claims by joint commission have been pro- 
posed to some Governments, but no definitive 
answer to the proposition has yet been re- 
ceived from any. In the course of the session I 
shall probably have occasion to request you 
to provide indemnification to claimants where 
decrees of restitution have been rendered and 
damages awarded by Admiralty Courts, 
and in other cases where this Government 
may be acknowledged to be liable in principle, 
and where the amount of that liability has 
been ascertained by an informal arbitration. 

The proper officers of the Treasury have 
deemed themselves required by the law of the 
United States upon tue subject to demand a 
tax upon the incomes of foreign consuls in this 
country. While such a demand may not, in 
strictness, be in derogation of public law, or 
perhaps of any existing treaty between the 
United States and a foreign country, the expe- 
diency ot so tar modifying the act as to ex- 
empt from tax the income of such con- 
suls as are not citizens of the United 
States, derived from the emoluments of 
their office, or from property not situated in 
the United States, is submitted to your serious 
consideration. I make this suggestion upon 
the ground that a comity, which ought to be 
reciprocated, exempts our consuls in all other 
countries from taxation to the extent thus 
indicated. The United States, I think, ought 
not to be exceptionably illiberal to interna- 
tional trade and commerce. 

The operations of the Treasury daring the 
last year have been successfully conducted. 
The enactment by Congress or a National 
banking law has proved a valuable support of 
public credit; and the general legislation in 
relation to loans has folly answered the ex- 
pectations of its favorers. Some amendments 
may be required to perfect existing laws, 
but no change in their principals or general 
scope is believed to be needed. 

Since these measures have been in opera- 
tion, all demands on the treasury, including 
pay of the army and navy, have been prompt- 
ly met and fully satisfied. No considerable 
body of troops, it is believed, were ever more 
amply provided, more liberally and punctu- 
ally paid, and, it may be added, that by no 
people were the hardens incident to a great war 
ever more cheerfully borne. 

Thereceipts during the year fromall sources, 
including loans and the balance in the treas- 
ury at its commencement, were $901,125,674 
86, and the aggregate disbursements, $895,796,- 
630 65, leaving a balance on the 1st of July, 
1863, of $5,329,044 21. Of the receipts, there 
were derived from customs $69,059,642 40; 
from internal revenue, $37,640,787 95; from 
direct taxes, $1,485,103 61; from lands, $167,- 
617 17; from miscellaneous sources, $3,046,- 
615 35; and from loans, $776,682,361 
57; making the aggregate of $901,125,- 
674 86. Of the disbursements, there 
were for the civil service $23,253,922 08; for 
pensions and Indians, $4 216,520 79; for inter- 
est on public debt, $24 729,846 51 ; for the War 
Department, $599,298,600 83; for the Navy 
Department, $63,211,105 27; for payment of 
funded and temporary debt, $181,086,635 07; 
making the aggregate $895,796,630 65; and 
leaving a balance of $5,329,044 21. 

But the payment of funded and temporary 
debt, having been made from moneys bor- 
rowed during the year, must be regarded as 
merely nominal payments, and the moneys 
borrowed to make them as merely nomi- 
nal receipts, and their amount — $181,086,- 
635 07 — Bhould therefore be deducted both 
from receipts and disbursements. This 
beiDg done, there remains as actual ffcceipts 
$720,039,039 79; and the actual disbursements, 
$714,709,995 58, leaving the balance as al- 
ready stated. 

The actual receipts and disbursements for 
the first quarter, and the estimated receipts and 
disbursements for the remaining three-quarters 
of the current fiscal year of 1864, will be 
shown in detail by the report of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, to which I invite your at- 
tention. It is sufficient to to say here that it 
is not believed that actual results will exhibit 
a state of finances less favorable to the coun- 
try tbsn the estimates of that officer heretofore 
submit. ed, whilst it is confidently expected 
that at the close of the year both disburse- 
ments and debt will be found very consider- 
ablv less than has beeu anlieraated. 

'fhe report of the Secretary of War is a 
document of great interest. It consists of, 
first, the military operations of the year, de- 
tailed in the report of the General-in-Chief; 
second — the organization of colored per- 
sons into the war service; third — the ex- 
change of prisoners, fully set forth iu the letter 
of General Hitchcock; fourth — the operations 
under the act for enrolling and calling out 
the national forces, detailed in the report o 
the Provost Marshal General; fifth — the or- 
ganization ofthe Invalid Corps; and sixth — the 
epetation of the several departments of the 
Quartermaster- General, Commissary-Genera 1 , 
Paymaster-General, Chief of Engineers, Chief 
of Ordnance, and Surgeon General. 1 1 has ap- 
peared impossible to make a valuable sum- 
mary of this report, except such as would be 
too extended for this place, and hence I con- 
tent myself by asking your careful attention 
to the report itself. 

The duties devolving on the naval branch 
of the service during the year and throughout 
the whole of this unhappy contest have 
been discharged with fidelity and eminent 
success. The extensive blockade has been 
constantly increasing in efficiency, as the 
Navy has expanded; yet on so long a line 
it has to far been impossible to entirely 
suppress illicit trade. From returns received at 
the Navy Department, it appears that mors 
than one thousand vessels have been captured 
since the blockade was instituted, and that 
the value of prizes already sent in for adjudi- 
cation amounts to over $13,000,000. Tire 
naval force of the United Stares consists at 
this time of 588 vessels completed, and in course 
of completion, and of these seventy-five are 
iron- clad or armored steamers. The events of 
the war give an increased interest and impor- 
tance to the navy which will probably ex- 
tend beyond the war itself. The armored 
vessels in onr navy, completed and in 
service, or which are under contract or ap- 
proaching completion, are believed to exceed 
in number those of any other power: but 
while these may be relied upon for harbor 
defence and coast service, others ot greater 
strength and capacity will be necessary for 
cruising purposes, and to maintain our right- 
fulposition on the ocean. The change that 
has taken place in naval vessels and naval 
waifare since the introduction of steam as a 
motive power for ships of war demands either 
a corresponding chauge in some of our existing 
navy-yards or the establishment of new ones 
for the construction and necessary repair of 
modern naval vessels. No inconsiderable em- 
barrassment, delay, and public injury havo 
been experienced from the want of such Gov- 
ernmental establishments. The necessity of 
such a navy-yard, so furnished, at some 
suitable place upon the Atlantic seaboard, ha 3 
on repeated occasions been brought to the at- 
tention of Congress by the Navy Department, 
and is again presented in the report of the 
Secretary, which accompanies this communi- 
cation. I think it my duty to invite your 
special attention to this subject, and also to 
teat of establishing a yard anddepotfor naval 
purposes upon one of the Western rivers. A 
naval force has been created on these interior 
waters, and under many disadvantages, within 
little more than two years, exceeding in 
numbers the whole naval force of the country 
at the commencement of the present Admin- 
istration. Satisfactory and important as have 
been the performances of the heroic men of 
the navy at this interesting period, they are 
scaicely more wonderful than the success of 
our mechanics and artisans in the produc- 
tion of war vessels, which h :s created a 
new form of naval power. Our country ha 3 
advantages superior to auy other nation in 
our resources cf iron and timber, witii inex- 
haustible quantities ot fuel in the immediate 
vicinity ot both, and all available and iu close 
proximity to navigable waters. Without the 
advantage of public works, the resources of 
the nation have been developed and its power 
displayed in the construction of a navy of such 
magnitude which has, at the very period ofita 
creation, rendered signal service to the Union. 
The increase of the number of seamen in th-s 
public service from 7,500 men in the spring of 
1661 to about 34,000 at the present time, ha 3 
been accomplished without especial legislation 
or extraordinary bounties, to promote that 
increase. It has been found, however, 
(hat the operations of the draft, with high 
bounties paid for army recruits, are 
beginning to affect injuriously the naval 
service, and will, if not corrected, be likely to 
impair its efficiency by detaching seamen from 
their proper vocation, and inducing them to 
enter the army. I therefore respectfully sug- 
gest that Congress might aid both the army 
ana Daval services by a definite'provision on 
this subject, which would, at the same time, be 
equitable to the communities more especially 
interested. I commend to your consideration 
the suggestions of the Secretary of the Navy 
in regard to the policy of fostering and train- 
ing seamen and also the education of officers 
and engineers for the naval service. The naval 
academy is rendering signal service in prepar- 
ing midshipmen for the highly responsible du- 
ties, which in after life they will be required to 
perform. In order that the country should not 
be deprived of the proper quota of educated 
officers, for which legal provision has been 
made at the nayal school, the vacancies, 



caused by the neglect or omission to make nom- 
inations from the Slates in insurrection, hive 
been filled by the Secretary of the Navy. The 
school is now more full and complete than at 
any former period, and in every respect en- 
titled to the favorable consideration of Con- 
gress. 

Daring the past fiscal year, the financial 
condition of the Postoffice Department has 
been one of increasing prosperity, and I am 
gratified in being able to state that the ac- 
tual postal revenue has nearly equalled the 
entire expenditures, the latter amounting to 
$11,314,206 84, and the former to $11,163,789 
59, leaving a deficiency of but $150,417 25 
In 1860, the year immediately preceding the 
rebellion, the deficiency amounted to $5,656,- 
705 49, the postal receipts of that year being 
$2,645,722 19 less than those of 1863. Thede- 
crease since 1860 in the annual amount of 
transportation has been only about 25 per 
cent.; but the annual expenditures ou account 
of the same has been reduced 35 per cent. It 
is manifest, therefore, that the Postoffice De- 
partment may become self-sustaining in a few 
years, even with the restoration of the whole 
service. The international conference of pos- 
tal delegates from the principal countries of 
Europe and America, which was called at the 
suggestion of the Postmaster-General, mat at 
Paris on the 11th of May last, and concluded 
its deliberations ou the 8th of June. The 
principles established by the conference as 
best adapted to facilitate postal intercourse 
between nations, and as the ba9is of future 
postal conventions, inaugurate a general sys- 
tem of uniform internatiosal charges at re- 
duced rates of postage, and cannot fail to pro- 
duce beneficial results. 

I refer you to the report of the Secretary of 
the Interior, which is herewith laid before 
you, for useful and varied information in 
relation to the public lands, Indian affairs, 
patents, pensions, and other matters of public 
concern 1 ertaining to this department. The 
quantity of land disposed of during the last 
and the first quarter of the present fiscal 
years was three million eight hundred and 
forty one thousand five hundred and forty-nine 
acres, of which one hundred aud sixty-one 
thousand nine hundred and eleven acres were 
sold for cash, one million four hundred and 
filty-six thousand five hundred and fourteen 
acres were taken up under the homestead law, 
and the residue deposed of under laws grant- 
ing lands for military bounties, for railroad, 
and other purposes. It also appears that the 
sale of public lands is largely on the increase. 

It has long been a cherished opinion of some 
of our wisest statesmen that the people of the 
United States had a higher and more endur- 
ing interest in the early settlement and sub- 
stantial cultivation of the public lauds than 
in the amount of direct revenue to be de- 
rived from the sale of them. This opinion 
has had a controlling influence in shaping 
legislation upon the subject of our national 
domain. 

I may cite, as evidence of this, the liberal 
measures adopted in reference to actual set- 
tlers; the grant to the States of the over- 
flowed lands within their limits in order to 
their being reclaimed and rendered fit for cul- 
tivation; the grants to railway companies of 
alternate sections of land upon the contemplat- 
ed lines of their roads, which, when completed, 
will so largely multiply the facilities for reach- 
ing our distant possessions. This policy has 
received its most signal and beneficial illustra- 
tion in the recent enactment granting home- 
steads to actual settlers. 

Since the first day of January last the be- 
fore-mentioned quantity of 1,456,514 acres of 
land have been taken up under its provisions. 
This fact and the amount of sales furnish grat- 
ifying evidence of increasing settlement up- 
on the public lands, notwithstanding the great 
struggle in which the energies of the nation 
have been engaged, and which has required 
so large a withdrawal of our citizens from 
their accustomed pursuits. 

I cordially concur in the recommendation 
of the Secretary of the Interior, suggesting a 
modification of the act in favor of those en- 
gaged in the military and naval service of the 
United States. I doubt uot that Congress 
will cheerfully adopt such measures as will, 
without essentially changing the general fea- 
tures of the system, secure, to the greatest 
practicable extent, its benefits to those who 
have left their homes in the defence of the 
country in this arduous crisis. 

I invite your attention to the views of the 
Secretary as to the propriety of raising, by ap- 
propriate legislation, a revenue from the min- 
eral lands of the United States. 

The measures provided at your last session 
for the removal of certain Indian tribes have 
been carried into effect. Sundry treaties have 
been negotiated which will in due time be 
submitted for the constitutional action of the 
SeDate. They contain stipulations for extin- 
guishing the possessory rights of the Indians 
to large and valuable tracts of land. 

It is hoped that the effect of these treaties 
will result in the establishment of permanent 
friendly relations with such of these tribes as 
have been brought into frequent and bloody 
collision with our outlying settlements and 
emigrants. Sound policy and our impera- 
tive duty to these wards of the government 
demand our anxious and constant attention to 
their material well-being, to their progress in 
the arts of civilization, and, above all, to that 
moral training which, under the blessings of 
Divine Providence, will confer npon them the 
elevated and sanctifying influences, the hopes 
and consolations of the Christian faith. 

1 suggested in my last annual message the 
propriety of remodelling our Indian system. 
Subsequent events have satisfied me of its 
necessity. The details set forth iu the report 
of the Secretary evince the urgent need for 
irrmeaiate legislative action. 

I commend the benevolent institutions, es- 
tablished or patronized by the Government in 
this District, to your generous and fostering 
care. 

The attention of Congress, during last ses- 
sion, was engaged to some extent with th3 
proposition for enlarging the water communi- 
cation between the Mississippi River and the 
northern seaboard; which proposition, how- 
ever, failed for the time. Since then, upon a 
call of the greatest respectability, a convention 
has been held at Chicago upon the same sub- 
ject, a summary of whose views is contained 
in a memorial addressed to the President and 
Congress, and which I now have the honor to 
lay before ycu. That this interest is one which, 
ere long, will force its own way, I do not 
entertain a doubt, while it is submitted en- 
tirely to your wisdom as to what can be done 
now. Augmented interest is given to this 
subject by the actual commencement of work 
upon the Pacific Railroad, under auspices 
so favorable to rapid progress aud com- 
pletion. The enlarged navigation becomes a 
palpable need to the great road. 

I transmit the second annual report of the 
Commissioner of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, asking your attention to the develop- 
ments in that vital interest of the nation. 

When Congress assembled a year ago, the war 
bad already lasted nearly twenty months, and 
there had been many conflicts on both laud 
and sea, with varying results. The rebellion 
had been pressed back into reduced limits; 
yet tbetoneof public feeling, ,aud opinion at 
home and abroad, was not satisfactory. With 
other signs, the popular elections, then ju3t 
passed, indicated uneasiness among ourselves, 
while amid much that was cold and menacing 
the kindest words coming from Europe were 
uttered in accents of pity that we were too 
blind to surrender a hopeless cause. Our 
commerce was suffering greatly by a 
few armed vessels built upon and fur- 
nished from foreign shores, and we were 
threatened with such additions from the 
seuie quarter as would sweep our trade from 
the sea and raise our blockade. We had failed 
to elicit from European Governments anything 
hopeful upon this subject. The preliminary 
emancipation proclamation, issued ia Sep- 
tember, was running its assigned period to the 
beginning of the new year. A month later 
the final proclamation came, including the 
announcement that colored men of suitable 
condition would be received into the war ser- 
vice. The policy of emancipation and of em- 
ploying black soldiers gave to the future a new 
aspect, about which hope and fear and 
doubt contended in uncertain conflict. Ac- 
cording to cur political system, as a matter of 
civil. administration, the General Government 
had no lawful power to effect emancipation 
in aDy State, and for a long time it had been 
toped that the rebellion could be suppressed 
without resorting to it as a military measure. 
It was all the while deemed possible that the 
necessity for it might come, and that if it 
should, the crisis of tbe contest would tneu be 
presented. It came, and, as we anticipated, 
it was followed by dark and doubtful ydas. 
Eleven months having now passed, we are per- 
mitted to take another review. The rebel 
borders are pressed still further back, aud, by 
the complete opening of the Mississippi, the 
country dominated by the rebellion is divid- 
ed into distinct parts, with no practical com- 
munication be-tween them. Tennessee and 
Arkansas have been substantially cleared of in- 
surgent control, and influential citizens in 
each, owners of slaves and advocates of slave- 
ry at the beginning of the rebellion, now de- 
clare openly foremancipation in their respec- 
tive States. Of those States not included in 
the emancipation proclamation, Maryland and 
Missouri, neither of which three years ago 
would tolerate auy restraint upon the exten- 
sion of slavery into new territories, only 
dispute now ns to tbo best mode of removing 
it within their own limits. Of those who 
were slaves at the beginning of the rebellion, 
full one hundred thousand are now in the 
United States military service, about one-half 
of which number actually bear arms in the 
ranks; thus giving the double advantage of 
taking so much labor from the insurgent 
cause and supplying the places which other- 
wise must be filled with so many white men. 
So far as tested, it is difficult to say they are 
not as good soldiers as any. No servile in- 
surrection or tendency to violence or cruelty 



has marked the measures of emancipation and 
arming tee blacks. These measures nave been 
much discussed in foreign countries, and con- 
temporary with such discussions the tone of 
public sentiment there is much improved. At 
tome the same measures have been fully dis- 
cussed, supported, criticized, and denounced, 
and the annual elections following are highly 
encouraging to those whose official duty it is to 
bear the country through this great trial. Tipis 
we have the new reckoning. The crisis which 
threatened to divide the friends of the Union 
is cast. 

Looking now to the present and future, 
and with reference to a resumption of the na- 
tional authority within the States wherein 
that authority has been suspended, I have 
thought fit to issue a proclamation, a copy of 
which is herewith transmitted. On examina- 
tion'of this proclamation it will appear, as is 
believed, that nothing is attempted beyoud 
wbat 19 amply justified by the Constitution. 
Tiue, the form of an oath is given, but no man 
is coerced to take it. The man is only promis- 
ed a pardon in ease he voluntarily takes 
the oath. The Constitution authorizes 
the Executive to grant or withhold the par- 
don at his own absolute discretion; and this 
includes the power to grant on terms, is as fully 
established by judicial and other authorities. 
It is also proffered that if, in any of the States 
named, a State government shall be, in the 
mode prescribed, set up, such government 
shall be recognized and guarantied by the 
United States, and that under it the State shall, 
on the constitutional conditions, be protected 
against invasion and domestic violence. The 
constitutional obligation of the United States 
to guaranty to every State in the Union a 
republican form of government, and to protect 
the State in the eases stated, is explicit and full. 

But why tender the benefits of this pro- 
vision only to a State Government set np 
in this particular way? This section of the 
Constitution contemplates a case wherein the 
element within a State, larorable to re- 
publican government, in the Union, may 
be too feeble for an opposite and hostile 
element external to or even within the 
State; and such are precisely the cases with 
which we are now dealing. An attempt 
to guaranty and protect a revived State 
Government, constructed in whole or in pre- 
ponderating part from the very element against 
w hose hostility and violence it is to be pro- 
tected, is simply absurd. There mast be a test 
by which to separate the opposing elements 
so as to build only from the sound; and 
that test is a sufficiently liberal one which 
accepts as sound whoever will make a sworn 
recantation of his former unsoundness. 

But if it be proper to require, as a test of 
admission to the political body, an oath ot alle- 
giance to the Constitution of the United 
States and to the Union under it, why 
also to the laws and proclamation in regard 
to slavery? Those laws and proclamations 
were enacted and put forth tor the purpose of 
aidiug in the suppression of the rebellion. 
To give them their fullest effect, there had to be 
a pledge for their maintenance. In my judg- 
ment, they have aided, and will further aid, 
the cause for which thay ware intended. To 
now abandon them would be not only to 
relinquish a lever of power, but would also 
be a cruel aud astounding breach of faith. 

I may add at this point that while 1 remain in 
my present position I shall not attempt to re- 
tract or modify the emancipation proclama- 
tion ; nor shall I return to slavery any person 
who is free by the terms of that proclamation, 
or by any of the acts of Congress. For these 
and other reasons it is thought best that sup- 
port of these measures shall be included in 
the oath; and it is believed the Executive may 
lawfully claim it in return for pardon and res- 
toration of forfeited rights, which he has 
clear constitutional power to withhold alto- 
gether, or grant upon the terms which he shall 
deem wisest for the public interest. It should 
be observed a so that this part of the oath is 
subject to the modifying aud abrogating pow- 
er of legislation and supreme judicial decision. 

The proposed acquiescence of the national 
Executive in any reasonable temporary State 
srrange ment for the freed people is made with 
the view of possibly modifying the confusion 
and destitution which must, at best, attend all 
c’asses by a total revolution of labor through- 
out whole States. It is hoped that the already 
deeply e fflicted people in those States may be 
somewhat more ready to give up the cause of 
their affliction, if, to this extent, this vital mat- 
ter be left to themselves; while no power of 
the National Executive to prevent an abuse is 
abridged by the proposition. 

The suggestion in the proclamation as 
to maintaining the political framework 
of the States on what is called recon- 
struction is made in the hope that it may do 

f ;ood without danger of harm. It will save 
abor and avoid great confusion. 

But why any proclamation now upon this 
subject? This question is beset with the con- 
flicting views that the step might be delayed 
too long or be taken too soon. In some 
States the elements for resumption seem ready 
for action, but remain inactive, apparently for 
want of a rallying point — a plan of action. 
Why shall A adopt the plan of B, rather 
than B that of A? And if A and B should 
agree, how can they know but that the Gen- 
eral Government here will reject their plan? 
By the proclamation a plan i9 presented which 
may be accepted by them as a rallying point, 
and which they are assured in advance will 
not be rejected here. This may bring them 
to act sooner than they otherwise would. 

The objections to a premature presentation 
of a plan by the National Executive consist 
in the danger cf committals on points which 
could be more safely left to further develop- 
ments. Care has been taken to so shape the 
document as to avoid embarrassments from 
this source. Say rag that, on certain terms, 
certain classes will be pardoned, with rights 
restored, it is not said that other classes, 
or other terms, will never be included. 
Saying that reconstruction will be accepted 
if presented in a specified way, it is not said 
it will never be accepted in any other way. 

The movements, by State action, for eman- 
cipation in several of the States, not included 
in the emancipation proclamation, are mat- 
ters of profound gratulatiou. And while 
I do not repeat in detail what I have here- 
tofore so earnestly urged upon thi3 subject, 
uiy general views and feelings remain un- 
changed; and I trust that Congress will omit 
no fair opportunity of aiding these important 
steps to a great consummation. 

In the midst «f other cares, however im- 
portant, we must not lose sight of the fact 
that tie war power is still our main reli- 
ance. To that power alone can we look, 
yet for a time, to give confidence to the people 
in the contested regions, that the insurgent 
power will not again overrun them. 

Until that confidence shall be established, 
little can be done anywhere forwhat ia called 
reconstruction. Hence our chiefest care must 
still be directed to the army and navy, who 
have thus far borne their harder part so no- 
bly and well. And it may be esteemed for- 
tunate that, in giving the greatest efficiency 
to these indispensable arms, we do also hon- 
orably recognize the. gallant men, from com- 
mander to sentinel, who compose them, and 
to whom, more than to others, the world 
must stand indebted for the homo of free- 
dom disenthralled, regenerated, enlarged, 
and perpetuated.

PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas, In and by the Constitution of 
the United States, it is provided that the Pres- 
ident “shall have power to grant reorieves 
and pardons for offences against the United 
States, except in cases of impeachment;’’ 
And whereas a rebellion now exists where- 
by the loyal State Governments of the several 
States have for a long time been subverted, 
and many persons have committed and are 
cow guilty of treason against the United 
States; 

And whereas, with reference to said rebel- 
lion and treason, laws have been enacted by 
Congress declaring forfeitures and confisca- 
tion of property and liberation of slaves, all 
upon terms and conditions therein stated, 
and aiso declaring that the President was 
thereby authorized at any time thereaf- 
ter, by proclamation, to extend to persons 
who may have participated in the exist- 
ing rebellion, in any State, or part thereof 
garden and amnesty, with such excep- 
tions, and at such times and on such con- 
ditions as he may deem expedient for the 
public welfare; 

And whereas, the Congrissional declaratjon 
for limited and conditional pardon accords 
with well-established judicial exposition of 
ibe pardoning power; 

And whereaf, with reference to said rebel- 
lion, the President of the United States has 
issued several proclamations, with provisions 
in regard to the liberation of slaves; 

And whereas, it is now desired by some 
persons heretofore engaged in said rebellion 
to resume their allegiance to the United States, 
and to reinaugurate loyal State Governments 
within and for their respective States: There- 
fore — 

I, Abraham Lincoln, President of the 
United States, do proclaim, declare, and make 
known to all persons who have, directly or by 
implication, participated in the existing rebel- 
lion, except as hereinafter excepted, that a 
full pardon is hereby granted to them and 
each of thim, w ith restoration of all rights 
of property, except as to slaves, and ia prop- 
erty cases where rights of third parties shall 
have intervened, and upon the condition that 
every such person shall take and subscribe an 
oatb, and thenceforward keep and maintain 
said oatb inviolate; and which oath shall be 
registered for permanent preservation, and 
shall be of the tenor and effect following, to 
wit: 

“I, ■■ ■ , do solemnly swear, in 

presence of Almighty God, that I will hence- 
forth faithfully support, protect, and defend 
the Constitution of the United States and the 



Union ofthe States thereunder; and that I will, 
in like manner, abide by and faithfully support 
all acts of Congress passed during the existing 
rebellion with reference to slaves, so long and 
so far as not repealed, modified, or held 
void by Congress, or by decision of the Su- 
preme Court; and that I will, in like manner, 
abide by and faithfully support all procla- 
mations of the President made during the 
existing rebellion having reference to slaves, 
so long and so far as not modified or declared 
void by decision of the Supreme Court. So 
help me God.” 

The persons excepted from the benefits of 
the foregoing provisions are all who are or 
shall have been civil or diplomatic officers or 
agents of the so-called Confederate Govern- 
ment; all who have left judicial stations 
under the United States to aid the rebel- 
lion ; all who are or shall have been military or 
naval officers of said BO-called Confederate 
Government above the rank of colonel in the 
army or lieutenant in the navy; all who left 
seats in the United States Congress to 
aid the rebellion; all who resigned com- 
missions in the army or navy of the 
United States and afterwards aided th 1 
rebellion ; and all who have engaged 
in any way in treating colored persons, 
or white persons in charge of such, oth- 
erwise than lawfully as prisoners of wa-, 
and which persons may have been found in 
the United States service as soldiers, sea- 
men, or in any other capacity. 

And I do further proclaim, declare, and 
make known that whenever in any of the 
Stales of Arkansas, Texas, Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi, Tennessee, Alabama, Georgia, Florida, 
South Carolina, and North Carolina, a number 
of person!, net less than one-tenth in num- 
ber of the’votes east in such State at the Pres- 
idential election of the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty, each hav- 
ing taken the oath aforesaid, aud not having 
since violated it, and being a qualified voter 
by the election law of tne State existing 
immediately before the so-called act of seces- 
sion, and excluding all others, shall re-estab- 
lish a State government which shall be repub- 
lican, and in no wise contravening said oath, 
such shall be recognized as the true govern- 
ment of the State, and the States shall receive 
thereunder the benefits of the constitutional 
provisions, which declares that “the United 
States shall fully guaranty to every S'ate 
in this Union a republican form of govern- 
ment, and shall protect each of them against 
invasion, and ’on application of the Legisla- 
ture, or the Executive (when the Legislature 
cannot be convened), against domestic vio- 
lence.” 

And I do further proclaim, declare, and make 
known, that any provision which may be 
adopted by such State government in relation 
to the freed people of such State, which shall 
recognize and declare their permanent free- 
dom, provide for their education, aud which 
may yet be consistent as a temporary ar- 
rangement with their present condition as a 
laboring, landless, and homeless class, will not 
be objected to by the National Executive. 

And it is suggested as not improper that, in 
constructing a loyal State government in 
any State, the name of the State, the boun- 
dary, the subdivisions, the constitution, and 
the general code of laws, as before the rebel- 
lion, be maintained, subject only to th8 mod- 
ifications made necessary by the conditions 
hereinbefore stated, and such others, if any, 
not contravening said conditions and whichh 
may be deemed expedient by those framing the 
new State government. 

To avoid misunderstanding, it may be 
proper to say that this proclamation, so far as it 
relates to State governments, has no reference 
to States wherein loyal State governments 
have all the while been maintained. And, for 
the same reason, it may be proper to further 
say, that, whether members sent to Congress 
from any State shall be admitted to seats con- 
stitutionally rests exclusively with the respect- 
ive Houses, and not to any extent with the 
Executive. And still further, that this proc- 
lamation is intended to present the people of 
the States wherein the national authority 
has been suspended, and loyal State gov- 
ernments have been subverted, a mode 
in and by which the national authority 
and loyal Slate governments may be re-es- 
tablished within said States, orinany of them; 
and, while the mode presented is the best the 
Executive can suggest, with his present im- 
pressions, it must not, be understood that no 
other possible mode would be acceptable.

Washington, Dec. 14. 

3ohn H. McHenry, ot Kentucky, filed his 
papers to-day before the new Committee ou 
Election, contesting the seat of Yeaman, the 
present Representative. 

The Missouri radicals are making another 
pressure on the Paesident for the removal of 
Schofield. It is not believed they will suc- 
ceed. 

The conscription law was proposed to be 
amended by bills to day, as follows: The re- 
peal of tha $300 clause and the exemption of 
clergymen from liabilities to military service. 

Senator Hale’s bill introduced to abolish 
slavery provides that hereafter all persons 
within the United States are equal in the eyes 
ofthe law, and all claims to personal service, 
except those founded on contract and claim of 
parent to minor child, and sentence for pun- 
ishment of crime, shall be forever abolished, 
anything in the constitution and laws of any 
State to the contrary notwithstanding. 

The new bounty bill for the army before 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs pro- 
poses the payment of $400 dollars to those who 
haveserTed nine months and those who have 
yet another year to serve, and to all other 
persons $300. $25 premium is then paid for 
the enlistment of each veteran volunteer, and 
$15 for every other volunteer. $75,000,000 is 
appropriated for the bounties. 

This bill pats negro soldiers, who have been 
or may be enlisted, on exactly the same foot- 
ing, in every respect, as white troops. 

A select committee of nine will be announc- 
ed to-morrow in the House on a bureau of 
emancipation. 

It is stated that W. K. Sebastian, of Arkan- 
sas, who never seceded nor resigned his seat 
in the Senate, is on his way here to'resume it. 
Though arraigned before the war committee, 
an important question in this readmission will 
be decided. He claims to have ever been 
loyal. 

The President was able to ride out to-day, 
the weather being mild. 

An official investigation into the late retro- 
gated movement of the Army of the Potomac 
is about to be made, if Gen. Meade demands it. 

It is understood among the Senators and 
members of Congress that the recess shall be 
taken for two weeks — until thelstof January. 

Fernando Wood’s peace proposition was 
tabled to-day bv a vote of nearly two to one. 
No debate took place. The border States 
nearly ail voted with the Republicans, and also 
many Democrats. 

The Ways and Means Committee are going 
to work on the internal revenue bill. The 
tax on liquors will be firet considered.

PlTTSBHRO, Dec. 14. 

There are eleven feet water aud both rivers 
rising. 

The coalboats leaving on the present rise are 
as follows: For Cincinnati, 14 towboats and 

99 barges, containing 855,000 bushels; for 
Louisville, 9 towboats and 71 barges, contain- 
ing 749,000 bushels; for St. Louis, the George 
Albrowith 9 barges, containing 90,000; for 
Cairo, the Alps and Eagle, with 19 barges, 
containing 190,000 bushels. About 100 pairs 
of floating boats are expected to depart, con- 
taining 3,500,000 bushels. Most of this will 
go to Cairo and below. Total export 5,384,- 
000 bushels.

Washington, Dec. 14. 

There are additional reusons for believing 
that Gen. Schofield will soon be removed and 
that a man whose heart is with what are 
called the radicals will be put in his place. 

As to any change in the Cabinet nothing is 
positively known. 

Senator Bayard, of Delaware, never having 
taken the anti-rebellion oath required by the 
act of the last session, was informally re- 
minded of the fact by the Vice President to- 
day and requested to Eay whether he was 
prepared to take it, and he replied in the neg- 
ative, adding that if the Senate, by a formal 
vote, re'quired him to take it he should resign. 

The question will probably be brought up 
to-morrow, and there is no doubt that, if he 
keeps his promise, Delaware will have a more 
fitting representative. 

A most important concession has been made 
to volunteer officers in the navy by the Gov- 
ernment. 

Their name3 will be inserted, I understand, 
in the register in exactly the same manner 
as regular naval officers. 

A letter from Morris Island says the rebels 
are working very hard on Sullivan’s Island, 
increasing their work3 and shelling Forts 
Gregg and Wagner. 

The rebel ironclads occasionally showod 
themselves, but were always careful to avoid 
fight. 

Tbe rebeU are said to be very savage, and 
do notspare our men when they catch them. 

Reconnoissances are frequently made from 
the fleet, and much valuable information ob- 
tained. 

Our forces are not idle. 

A special joint committee will probably be 
appointed to consider what legislation is nec- 
essary to enable the loyal people in the South 
to restore their States to the Union on tha 
basis ot the President’s message aad procla- 
mation. To this committee will probably be 
referred the bills now before Congress on the 
subject of slavery, and such other bills as may 
be introduced which bear upon the general 
topic.

Washington, Dec. 14. 

Lee’s cavalry endeavored on Sunday to cut 
Meade'a communications with Washington by 
destroying the bridge across Cedar Creek, near 
Catlett’s Station. About seven hundred made 
a dash at the guard posted at the bridge, bat 
were driven off after a short fight. 

Tbe line of the railroad, from the front to 
Alexandria, will be protected bo'h by cavalry 
and infantry hereafter. 

Tbe President has yielded to the demand 
made by the Loyal League representatives. 
Gen, Schofield has been removed and ordered 
to report to Washington. 

Letters have been received here from prom- 
inent conservative members of the rebel Con- 
gress from North Carolina, asking, unofficial- 
ly, upon what terms the Southern States 
would be permitted to return to the Union. 

The inundation of the army with political 
Brigadier-Generals has received such earnest 
protest from Generals Grant and Hooker, that 
it is not only very certain that flood will be 
Btayed in future, but that Congress will cor- 
rect the management of the past in this 
regard. 

The Clerk of the Senate will communicate 
with the House librarian and several other 
minor officials at the Capital suspected o(_ 
sympathy with secessionists. They were re-’ 
lieved to-day. 

It has recently come to the knowledge of 
tbe Government that there are along the fron- 
tiers of the Canadas upwards of 10,000 de- 
serters, most ot them in a suffering condition, 
and anxious to return and join th ir regiments. 
Probably a proclamation will shortly be issu- 
ed by the President, offering pardon to all who 
will return to their regiments within thirty 
days. 

The Tiroes’ correspondence, dated in camp, 
near Portsmouth, Va., says that Brigadier- 
General Wild, commanding the colored troops 
in this department, has undertaken a most 
important expedition. His_ brigade left this 
vicinity on Saturday last’ in two columns, 
one taking a route through Princess Anne 
county, via Kempsville and Great Bridge, and 
tbe other foliowing the tow-path of the Dis- 
mal Swamp Canal, now for some months 
ouiside our lineB.

Mr. Lane, of Kansas, introduced, on leave,

Section three prohibits the sale of gold, sil- 
ver, or foreign exchange, unless actually de- 
livered and paid for on delivery. 

Section four provides as the penalty for vio- 
lating any of the previsions of the Act, on 
conviction before the United States District 
Court in the district where the offence is com- 
mitted, a sum of not less than one nOr more 
than ten thousand dollars, and imprisonment 
for not less than one nor more than twelve 
months, for each cflence.

Mr. Davis replied, saying that the preamble 
of the constitution offers no power on the 
Government, the Supreme Court had so in- 
terpreted. He is also claimed the right to 
suspend the writ of habeas corpus, which was 
a legislative usurpation of the powers to be 
exercised, are conferred by the constitution 
alone, and there are now powers vested in 
the Government which are not conferred by 
the constitution, hence the President cannot 
raise troops or arms, nor has the power to or- 
ganize any measure to put down insur- 
rection without the assent of Congress. 

It was the determination of the party in 
power that the war shall continue till the 
next Presidential election. The war would 
have been brought to a close long ago if the 
administration had in good faith devoted it- 
self to the principles announced tn the Crit- 
tenden resolutions, and if commanders of the 
army had not been selected, not because of 
their hostility to the rebels, but on account 
of their opposition to slavery. 

Motions of reference of the respective sub- 
jects embraced in the President’s message were 
then entered, and the same were referred to 
the appropriate committee. 

Mr Lane, of Indiana, introduced a bill to 
amend the act entitled an act to define and 
punish conspiracy, passed July 31, 1661; a ‘ 3 ° 
the > 4 th section of the act for enrolling and 
calling out the national forces, passed March 

^ sir ^Hendricks introduced a bill to extend 
the time in which States may avail themselves 
of the grant of land for agricultural colleges. 

Mr Davi 9 , of Kentucky, called up the reso- 
lution in relation to the exchange of prisoners, 
arguing vehemently against the policy of re- 
fusing to exchange white soldiers, because 
the rebels refuse to exchange the negro cap- 
tives He denounced at length the policy of 
the Administ-ation on the several points on 
which the negro is affected, characterizing his 
position as monstrous, and referring the pres- 
ent era as the reign of Abraham the I’ irst. 

- He averred that his own loyalty was unsus- 
pected; that he hated with undying vigor the 
cause of secession. It was evident that thu 
policy was only a part of the design to per- 
petuate the party power of the Administra- 
tion He closed with an tndignant and earn- 
ed protest against the refusal of the Admims- 
tration to liberate thousands of starving and 
dying white men for the sake of a few negroes. 
IJOUSB, 

Tne SptaLer laid before the House a mes- 
sage from the President, cordially recommend- 
ing that Capt. John Roberts, who captured 
the Fingal, receive a vote of thanks from 
Congress for his distinguished service, bravery, 
and general good conduct, this preliminary 
being required by law in order that he may be 
advanced in grade in the navy. 
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tarn to Chattanooga, his resignation not 
having been accepted. , . . 

Colonel JliseDer reports from Columbia that 
rebel deserters and citizens are flocking to 
that post in great numbers, asking to be 
allowed to take the oath under the President s 
amnesty proclamation. Colonel M. says, in 
regard to the numbers arriving, that he never 
saw the like. 

A few days ago, Capt. Perkins, of the 11th 
Tennessee cavalry, applied to Gen. Rousseau 
for permission to take the oath of allegiance 
under the amnesty proclamation. He says 
that the actual position of Tennessee is not 
understood or appreciated by Tennesseeans in 
the rebel army; that his eyes have been 
opened only since his capture. 

The trial of Frank Gurley, the guenllawho 
killed McCook a year ago, is now being con- 
eluded. He will doubtless be bung. 

Horace Maynard, Attorney-General of the 
State, declares, in a published letter, that the 
usual county elections are to be held in March 
next in this State. 

Small-pox has broken out at Franklin. 

The railroad improvements in Middle Ten- 
nessee and Alabama are rapidly approaching 
completion. 

New \ork, Dec. 15. 

In the rebel Senate, on the 15th, Mr. TV ig- 
fail oflered a resolution inquiring into the 
treatment of prisoners, which was agreed to. 

The Richmond Examiner says the prisoners 
are furnished daily with three-quarters of a 
pound of bacon, when the rebel troops in the 
field are only allowed one-quarter. 

The Senate passed a bill prohibiting the en- 

rolment of substitutes in the army. 

Mr. Brown, of Mississippi, offered resolu- 
tions impressing all whites into the army; 
reaniring aliens to quit the country within

sixty days or take up arms; to levy a direct

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tax on all land and property, including Con- 
federate notes, and to make the latter a legal 
tender after the expiration of six months; and 
to prohibit the buying andselling of gold and 
silver coiD, or notes of banks in the United 
States, or United States treasury notes, during 
the war, under a heavy penalty. Action was 
taken on the above resolutions. 

A bill is pending in the rebel Congress for 
the issue of $ 500 , 000,000 of coupon bonds 
of the Confederate States, bearing six per cent 
interest, and payable in twenty years. 

Mr. Foote, of Tennessee, offered a resolution 
of inquiry into the expediency of the Gov- 
ernment making a distinction, in its prisoners 
ot war, between those of African descent who 
enlisted in the North as free men and tnose 
slaves in the South who had taken up arms, 
and who, on falling into our hands, ought to 
become the property of their owners. 

Sax Francisco, Dec. 15. 
The ship George Peabody spoke, October 
31st, the steamship Crumerne, from New 
York for San Francisco, and the Winfield 
Scott, from Boston for San Francisco. 

The constitution for Nevada Territory, 
which the people are to vote for or against on 
the 17th of January, is published, and declares 
that every citizen owes paramount allegiance 
to the Federal Government Neither the 
Legislature nor the people will be permitted 
to create a State debt exceeding $300,000, but 
000,000 in bonds may be issued toward the 
construction of the Pacific Railroad Elec- 
tors must have their names registered and pay 
fall tax before they are permitted to vote.
